MINIMIZE SHRINKAGE 


RESEARCH INDICATES that 
there are various ways to handle 
cattle that will minimize the amount 
of weight farmers and ranchers lose 
to the shrinkage factor. Here L. J. 
Kortan, associate extension special- 
ist at S. D. State College lists some 
hints that will help you hold your 
shrinkage losses down: 

Do: 

® Condition cattle several days 
before shipping, if they have been 
eating high-shrinkage feeds (green 
feeds and succulent feeds such as 
silage and beet pulp). Reduce 
amount of grain and rich feeds in 
ration of fat cattle and increase 
amount of hay. 

® Plan the shipping program thor- 
oughly. 

® Select the type of transporta- 
tion best suited to needs and con- 
ditions. 

® Send an attendant if shipments 
are large. 

® Sort heifers and steers if pos- 
sible and practical for shipment. 

© Keep cattle off feed and water 
several hours (not over 12) before 
shipping. 

® Provide for adequate protection 
of cattle from extreme cold and 
warm weather (proper bedding, 
shade, weatherstrip trucks and rail- 
road cars.) 

® Take advantage of feed, water 
and rest stops during the long jour- 
neys to market. 

® Provide for fillback at market if 
cattle have been in transit more 
than 12 hours. (The length of fill- 
back is determined by the in transit 
period—that is, the more hours en 
route to market the longer the fill- 
back.) 

® In climates with extremes of 
hot and cold weather plan move- 
ments during the more desirable part 
of the day. Check weather forecasts 
and avoid shipments, if possible, dur- 
ing undesirable weather. 

Don’t: 

® Overfill cattle before hauling. 

® Rush and crowd cattle into cars 
and through gates and chutes. Avoid 
excitement. 

® Trail cattle any great distance 
unless there is adequate feed and 
water available. 

® Overcrowd or underload ship- 
ments. 

© Delay shipments after cattle are 
ready for movement. 

*®Overfill cattle at destination, as 
buyers do not pay meat prices for 
excessive feed and water in the stock. 

® Leave cattle in auctions with- 
out special attention. 
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Market Forecast 





Buy feeders at current lower prices if you can handle them. 


XPANSION of livestock production, started by 
the enormous feed crops of 1957 and 1958, con- 
tinues but at a slowing rate. Meat supplies per 

person in 1960, USDA says, may be only about 3 lbs. 
over the 158.5 lbs. estimated for 1959 which totalled 
6.5 lbs. more than in 1958. Much of next year’s in- 
crease will be beef. Pork supplies will be larger in the 
first half of the year, but little or no larger in the 
second half. 


FED CATTLE prices probably will be steady to 
slightly lower in the next two or three months. Sup- 
plies will be relatively heavy. Finishers had a fifth 
more cattle and calves on feed Oct. 1 than a year 
previous. The number in the 900-lbs. and up weight 
group was 13% larger. Marketings of fed heifers 
have been heavy, but sales of steers at leading mar- 
kets since Oct. 1 have been less than a year previous. 

All this adds up to the view that a larger supply 
of fed cattle is on the market horizon for the next 
6 to 8 months and that prices will run $1-$3 less than 
a year earlier. 

Prices for lower grades of cattle probably will 
soon begin to show a little seasonal strength. They are 
now mostly below a year ago although slaughter is 
only about the same as a year ago. 


STOCKER AND FEEDER cattle prices probably 
are near bottom, but any rise will be slow. Finishers 
have been taking more than a year ago, but growers 
had considerably more yearlings and calves to sell 
and have had to accept buyers’ bids. Now much of 
the supply has been placed, but finishers’ have largely 
been satisfied and the prospect of lower prices for fat 
cattle will make them remain cautious. 

Top out fed cattle on moderate price rallies when 
they reach their proper grade. Let the best go at 
Choice finish. Avoid carrying them much over 1200 
Ibs. Buy some feeders at current lower prices if you 
can handle them. Heavy, fleshy kinds to be short-fed 
by late winter, plain steers to be headed for spring 
markets and Good and Choice yearlings and calves to 
be fed lightly through the winter and finished by 
late summer or fall next year look like fairly good 
bets. 


HOG prices probably will fluctuate near recent 
levels in the near future, then work up a little by 
early February. The seasonal peak of slaughter is 
past. Pork prices are low enough to induce high 
consumption. The government is buying pork and 
lard for welfare use. 

The hog-corn ratio at 12.7 in October was a little 
below average. In past years a fall ratio at that level 
has resulted in little change in the next spring pig 
crop, but the changes have tended to be downward. 
A few sows probably are being liquidated now. Sows 
made up 10-11% of receipts at 8 leading markets in 
the last 5 weeks compared with 9% a year ago. 

Farmers seem likely to raise a slightly: smaller 
pig crop next spring, and end the cyclical increase in 
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production. (Some observers still expect an increase 
of 2%). 

Keep topping out the drove at 200-220 Ibs. on 
little price upturns. Keep the sows you've bred for 
winter pigs, but hold down numbers for March-May 
litters, unless you’re a very low cost operator. 


LAMB prices will work moderately higher during 
the winter and may average slightly higher than last 
season. Supplies for slaughter will become smaller 
and competing meats less plentiful, especially after 
January. The $4 drop in feeder lamb prices from a 
year ago will make lamb finishing much more profit- 
able. USDA is expected to change grading standards 
to include more lambs in the top grade. 

Qn price bulges, sell fed lambs that are really 
fat. Buy any light feeders you can get at $19 or less. 
Try to finish at not over 105 Ibs. 

WOOL prices should stay near recent levels with 
possibly a slight rise by spring. That's the outlook 
as USDA experts see it. Domestic mill use continues 
higher than a year ago, but most of its cyclical rise 
may be behind us. If you hold wool, don’t expect to 
gain much beyond cost of carrying. The incentive 
price stays at 62 cents for the 1960 clip. 


MILK prices will work about 10% lower during 
the increase of a third in production in the next 6 
months. Dairy earnings will average a whisker better 
than a year previous. With hog and beef cattle re- 
turns falling, some farmers may turn back to milk 
cows. This may delay ending the dairy surplus, even 
though consumption is growing. 

Boost the minimum production that you require 
to keep a cow in your herd. Make it at least 6,500 
Ibs. for small breeds and considerably more for large 
breeds. Feed legume hay heavily even if you must 
buy it as long as cost per pound is at least a third 
less than grain. 


CORN AND SORGHUM prices, aided by the sup- 
port program, will work higher through winter and 
early spring. Oats and barley are well along in their 
price rise and may see their tops for the season in 
the next month or two. Further rise, if any, after that 
may not cover carrying cost. Carryovers and crops of 
these four grains total 235 million tons, up 17 million 
tons from the previous record high of a year ago and 
85 million tons more than domestic usage and exports 
in the past season. Livestock feeding and exports will 
take more this season, but around a third off the 
mountainous supply will be carried over next year. 

Sorghum will be the cheapest feed wherever the 
haul is short. Because of the short crop, oats will be 
the most expensive. Corn is price-supported at $2 
a cwt. against $1.52 for sorghums. 

If you need more, buy corn and sorghums soon. 
Give preference to sorghums as long as the delivered 
price per Ib. is 10% or more below corn. Landlords’ 
shares may be most readily available. Hold down 
feeding of oats. If you have surplus grain, store corn

and sorghums and seal for a CCC 
loan. Sell some surplus oats and 
barley on an upturn this month. 


PROTEIN feed prices will be a 
little higher relative to livestock 
prices than last winter, but it will 
pay to feed adequately balanced ra- 
tions. Buy for only 2 to 4 weeks 
ahead. Tankage and meat meal are 
much more reasonably priced than 
last season. Soybean meal! will be 
your cheapest protein source as long 
as it is priced at or under cotton- 
seed meal and around 20% under 
tankage and meat meal. 


HAY prices probably will creep a 
little higher in the next month or 
two, especially if early winter is 
severe. If you need more, stock up 
for 2 months ahead. If you have 
surplus hay under cover, hold it for 
the January market. 


Hogs in Corn Fields 
Need Protein Supplement 


Farmers should continue feeding 
protein supplement to hogs turned 
into corn fields. 

Most hogs turned in corn fields 
are fairly large, causing some pro- 
ducers to ask whether it will pay 
to feed protein supplement to these 
animals. A summary of 13 experi- 
ments conducted throughout the 
Corn Belt indicates that supplement 
will pay dividends. 

Pigs receiving supplement gained 
one-half pound more per head each 
day. Each bushel of corn produced 
4-5 pounds more pork when supple- 
ment was fed. Each pound of supple- 
ment saved 6.4 pounds of corn.

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HE latest wrinkle in swine hous- 

ing is a prefabricated solar far- 
rowing house and pig nursery such 
as the one on the Orville Disher farm 
southwest of Waterville, Ohio. 

The building is designed to con- 
trol indoor environment both winter 
and summer, utilizing the free 
warmth of the wintertime sun for 
moisture removal and maintaining of 
more even temperatures day and 
night. 

Orientation of the Disher building 
with the axis running lengthwise 
east and west makes it possible to 
trap the maximum warmth of the 
wintertime sun to increase the mois- 
ture-carrying capacity of the air. 

Direct rays of the low winter sun 
penetrate far back into the building 
through a south-facing wall of farm 
Thermopane insulating glass. When 
these light rays are absorbed inside 
the building by the floor, litter and 
even the pigs themselves, they are 
re-radiated as heat waves which are 
trapped by the insulating air space 
in the Thermopane windows. 

A roof overhang permits complete 
shading of the window area from 
the hot summer sun which travels 
much higher in the sky than the 
winter sun, Insulation in the ceil- 
ing, walls and the insulating win- 
dows, which in winter keeps heat 
inside when it is needed, helps hold 
down summer heat penetration, keep- 
ing the interior cooler. 

Although the building has not 
been in operation during a winter 
season, Disher reports that during 
the past summer when outside tem- 
peratures ranged to 90 degrees and 
above, he was able to hold the inside 
temperature 10 to 15 degrees cooler. 

Wintertime sun heat trapped in 
the building, as well as fresh air in- 
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put, are controlled by thermostati- 
cally operated ceiling fans which 
remove excessive heat and moisture- 
laden air, creating a healthy indoor 
climate at all times. Scientific con- 
trol of the ventilation system helps 
eliminate the unhealthy peaks and 
valleys of normal temperature 
changes, holding inside temperature 
variation to a minimum both sum- 
mer and winter. 

The building on the Disher farm 
almost duplicates the solar farrow- 
ing house and pig nursery erected 
early this year at Iowa State Uni- 
versity. Disher visited that building 
before deciding to erect the one now 
in operation on his farm. 

The time saving of prefabricated 
construction held erection of the 
solar house to slightly more than a 
week. Insulated panels of Masonite 
which make up the bulk of the wall 
structure of the 30-foot by 132-foot 
building, were factory produced for 
on-the-site assembly at the farm. 

The house layout is planned for 


convenience and easy operation. Lo- 
cated at the extreme west end is a 
feeding and airing section for the 
sows. Next is the farrowing house 
with 20 individual farrowing stalls 
with metal partitions. An open area 
adjoining the feeding room is set 
aside for washing the sows as they 
enter, and for storage of special feed 
concentrates and medicines. 

There are ten pens in the nursery 
where the pigs are moved at about 
three weeks of age and kept until 
they are old enough to be moved into 
the finishing house on another near- 
by farm, 

Disher, who operates the exten- 
sive hog producing business with his 
son Lester, plans to schedule sows 
to farrow about six times a year, 
making more efficient use of the new 
farrowing house and pig nursery 
than under his old system of opera- 
tion, and thereby have hogs ready 
for market almost every month of 
the year. ee 





Progress Still Rapid in Disease-Free Pig Work 


of their life makes it impossible for 
the commercial producer to produce 


Progress continues rapid in the 
movement of U. of Nebraska dis- 
ease-free pigs from the laboratory 
to commercial hog raisers. 

In the July Breeder’s Gazette we 
told you how pigs were taken from 
the sows and kept in special brood- 
ers until they were four weeks old 
and then raised on clean farms un- 
til they were mature. Since the 
uterus is taken from the sow intact, 
the sow must be slaughtered. 

The special equipment and skill 
needed to perform this operation 
and maintain the pigs in a germ- 
free state the first four weeks 


disease-free pigs. Veterinarians in 
Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri and In- 
diana are leading the way in disease- 
free pig production. 

Presently there are around 450 
adult females either farrowed or ap- 
proathing farrowing in the program 
on 29 Nebraska farms. Pigs are sell- 
ing at $55 for open gilts and $75 for 
boars at 200 pounds. —

Report From Farmers Who Are .. . 


SELF-FEEDING BEEF CATTLE FRO 


TORING silage in trenches, pits 

and stacks is as old as the prac- 
tice of making silage. But adapting 
this method to modern systems of 
farming is a recent development. 

Trench silos first appeared in num- 
bers on feeder cattle farms about 
1950. Ordinarily they were limited to 
areas where the terrain was suitable 
for building trenches below ground 
level. These first trench silos were 
seldom convenient to the feedlot. 
Self-feeding was not practiced. 

Development of wood and concrete 
bunker silos built at ground level 
has encouraged the spread of hori- 
zontal silos throughout the feeder- 
cattle areas. This type silo can easily 
be built as a part of a drylot feeding 
system. 

Most bunker silos were originally 
built for storage only. Silage was re- 
moved by hand or with mechanical 
equipment and hauled to the cattle. 
Many farmers later converted to 
self-feeding. Others have built spe- 
cifically for self-feeding. 

Most of these self-feeding pro- 
grams have been successful, but in- 
experience and the apparent sim- 
plicity of self-feeding have caused 
difficulties with results ranging from 
the need to add some labor to the 
failure of the feeding program. 


Illinois Farmers Questioned 


Forty-nine Illinois farmers using 
horizontal silos to self-feed beef cat- 
tle were surveyed in order to arrive 
at detailed recommendations. Data 
was collected to determine (1) type 
of cattle, feeding programs and 
physical facilities; (2) construction 
and costs; (3) practices involved in 
the two major operations—making

and keeping silage, and self-feeding 
silage to cattle; (4) capital and 
labor requirements of these two op- 
erations; and (5) problems encoun- 
tered. 

Four-fifths of the farmers listed 
the lower initial cost as a primary 
reason for building a horizontal 
rather than an upright silo. Another 
reason, named by two-thirds of the 
operators, was the reduction in labor 
from self-feeding. All admitted spoil- 
age losses were greater in a hori- 
zontal silo, but considered them to 
be more than offset by savings in 
labor and other costs. 

Costs averaged $5 to $7 per ton 
of capacity in the wood-walled silos 
and $7 to $9 in the all-concrete silos. 


Making and Keeping Silage 

According to the 49 farmers, the 
following factors are the most im- 
portant ones in making and keeping 
silage:

Two things which greatly influence 
consumption by cattle and waste of 
silage are the width of the silo and 
the type of feeding gate. Depth of 
silage influences the rate at which 
silage can be used horizontally. 


Width of Silo 


The width of a horizontal silo 
must be considered in relation to the 


FACTORS OF 


number of cattle to be self-fed. If 
the silo is too narrow, crowding of 
cattle may result in inadequate feed 
consumption, injuries, damage to the 
feeding gate, and, if the cattle break 
through the gate onto the silo, loss 
of silage. If the silo is too wide, the 
cattle may not be able to eat the 
silage rapidly enough to keep it from 
freezing in cold weather. 

Data indicate that cattle had ade- 
quate feeding space if at least three 
inches were provided per animal and 
that a space allotment of two to 
three inches was generally adequate. 


Feeding Gates 
Three types of feeding gates were 
in use on the study farms: Electric 
wires, manger-type gates suspended 
by a pole resting on the side walls 
of the silo and self-supported gates 
resting on the floor of the silo. 


Electric-Wire Gates. Two-strand 
barbed wire, or the equivalent of No. 
10 or larger plain wire, was com- 
monly used as a cross wire. It was 
located so that the cattle fed below 
it at all times. 


Varying the height of the cross 
wire was more effective than keep- 
ing it at a stationary level. Silage 
remained fresher and less hand labor 
was necessary than when the cattle 
were allowed to feed in one place. 

Experiences of the farmers indi- 
cated that cattle usually fed about 
three feet above the floor and had to 
be forced to consume silage at floor 
level. A footboard (a 2X 12 on edge 
braced at both ends) placed across 
the silo directly below the wire pro- 
tected the silage from drainage. 


Suspended Gates. The most satis- 
factory type of gate with respect to 
control of cattle, waste of silage and 
labor inputs was the suspended gate 
with individual f ee ding partitions 
and a solid-panel base. Most of the 
gates were five to six feet high and 
were suspended from a cross pole. 
Just enough clearance was left at 
the bottom to clear the silo floor. 
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Self-Supported Gates. Those made 
of wood were similar to suspended 
gates except for a floor-level plat- 
form extending about three feet to- 
ward the cattle. Weight of the ani- 
mals standing on this platform kept 
the gate from tipping toward the 
silage. The difficulty of moving self- 
supported gates reduced their popu- 
larity. 


Labor 


Periodic adjustment of the feed- 
ing gate was necessary on all farms. 
On the average, one-fifth of the 
farmers adjusted the gate daily, 
about half moved it every other day, 
and, on the rest of the farms, the 
average frequency of this job varied 
from twice a week to once in two 
weeks. 

More than half of the farmers be- 
lieved that loosening of silage was 
necessary for adequate feed con- 
sumption. 

Surface and side spoilage were re- 
moved as feeding progressed on all 
except one farm. This job varied 
from twice daily to once in three 
weeks. 

On all farms, tractor-mounted ma- 
nure scoops or scrapers were used to 
clean the silo floor. This job usually 
coincided with cleaning of the feed- 
lot, which was done two or three 
times a month on most farms. 


Frozen Silage 

Frozen silage causes extra work 
and loss of silage. In very cold 
weather it may even prevent self- 
feeding: Some difficulty was re- 
ported by 32 of the 49 feeders in- 
cluded in the study. Frozen silage 
was usually loosened manually with 
a fork, pick or saw, then thrown 
out of the silo or on the floor behind 
the cattle. 

Drainage 

Water and manure on the floor 
of the silo were controlled by slop- 
ing the floor properly and cleaned 
periodically with power equipment.

The approach to the silo should be 
paved or the silo should join a paved 
lot to permit year-round use of trac- 
tor equipment. 


Low Consumption 


Relatively lower consumption of 
silage with self-feeding than with 
hand-feeding was reported by nine 
of 49 farmers. This problem occurred 
most often with calves. Six of these 
nine farmers fed grass or oat silage; 
they stated that the cattle could not 
pull enough silage from the silo. 
Little difficulty was experienced 
with corn silage, regardless of the 
size of the cattle fed. 

Eight of the nine farmers who 
reported less than adequate con- 
sumption of silage used electric 
wires. 

Mixed lots of cattle caused some 
difficulty, regardless of the type of 
feeding gate used or kind of silage 
fed. Larger animals sometimes be- 
came bossy and drove the smaller 
ones from the silo. 

Farmers who were most successful 
fed cern silage or helped to loosen 
grass silage, kept cattle of uniform 
size and used either a suspended or 
a self-supported feeding gate. °® ® 








Bunker or Tower? 


Should you put up a bunker 
or a tower silo? 

Major advantage of a bunker 
silo is low initial cost. Labor 
input is also low when the 
silage is self-fed. But to pro- 
duce good quality silage, more 
management is needed. 

With a bunker silo (and 
best management) you can 
preserve as much as 80 per 
cent of the feed from the field. 

A concrete stave tower silo, 
on the other hand, is more ex- 
pensive to construct. But it 
can preserve at least 5 to 10 
per cent more feed nutrients 
than the bunker type. 

Silage can be stored at lower 
moisture content in a tower 
silo and can be fed mechan- 
ically with very little labor. 
When all silage, grain and pro- 
tein are handled by mechanical 
auger feeders, one man can 
feed 200 or more steers in less 
than two hours a day. 
Investments and 
Annual Costs 

All equipment used in filling 
and feeding silage must be 
counted when comparing in- 
vestment and annual expense 
for the two silos. This includes 
dump trucks and feeding gates 
for the bunker silo, and self- 
unloading wagons, blowers and 
mechanical unloaders for the 
tower silo. 

The choice then of silos and 
equipment must be determined 
by your own farm situation. 
Your finances, age and future 
plans and personal preference 
should be considered. Also con- 
sider future as well as present 
number of livestock.

FEED EFFICIENCY —Key to Beef Feeding Profits 


EED efficiency can and must be 

improved in the production of 
beef. If the beef producer is to con- 
tinue to compete profitably with the 
swine and poultry producer he must 
produce a pound of beef on less feed 
than formerly. 

Today the efficient poultry pro- 
ducer is producing a pound of gain 
on 2 to 2.2 lbs. of feed. The good 
swine producer is producing a pound 
of grain on 3.5 to 3 lbs. of feed. After 
the initial cost of feeder steers, the 
major expense in a steer feeding op- 
eration is feed cost. 

The most efficient steers are pro- 
duced by the most efficient breed- 
ing animals, Heritability of feed ef- 
ficiency has been estimated to be 
about 60 percent. It has been es- 
tablished that feed efficiency and 
rate of gain are associated to the 
extent that some increase in feed ef- 
ficiency will result by selecting for 
rate of gain. However, more effort 
should be made in getting the most 
efficient producers. 

Many beef cattle producers feel 
that too much labor and other ex- 
pense is required to obtain accurate 
feed records on individual animals. 
However individual feed records are 
necessary to furnish information to 
calculate feed efficiency. 
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An estimate of labor costs for in- 
dividual feeding over group feeding 
has been made in our performance 
testing program at Washington 
State. The method used was to tie 
bulls and heifers to individual feed- 
ers and group feed other animals for 
comparison. All animals were fed 
from self-feeders. The ration, com- 
posed of 40 percent roughage and 
60 percent concentrate, was pelleted. 


The objective was to determine the 
necessary time to train animals to 
go to their respective feeders and 
become sufficiently gentle to achieve 
minimum tying time. Some factors 
vary considerably when both human 
and animal activity is measured. 
Thus, it is realized that some ani- 
mals might be trained more quickly 
than others and that some herdsmen 
are more proficient than others in 
handling livestock. With this in mind 
two years data was obtained to esti- 
mate the additional labor require- 
ments for individual feeding. 


Individual Feeding 


The first year, nine heifers were 
individually fed by chaining to self- 
feeders. The first time the animals 
were chained required an average of 
16.7 minutes per animal. The sec-

ond time required eight minutes. 
After a week the time was reduced 
to two minutes and after two weeks 
to about 20 seconds, some animals 
would stand in front of their respec- 
tive feeders until chained and the 
feeders opened. 

It was apparent that the major 
difficulty encountered was during the 
first tying. These calves had had 
practically no previous handling. 
The animals did respond quickly af- 
ter two weeks and seemed to know 
their places at the self-feeders. 

The results of the second study 
using 15 bulls in one pen and seven 
heifers in another showed that the 
time required for first tying aver- 
aged 6.2 minutes per head and 4.1 
minutes for the second tying. By the 
end of the first week the average 
time required to tie an animal was 
1.4 minutes and at the end of the 
second week .9 minutes. Size of pen, 
number of animals per pen, person- 
nel and weather conditions are fac- 
tors that seem to affect tying time. 
The minimum tying time of less than 
one minute per animal is reached at

Protection against another type of 
“false blackleg’’ in cattle and sheep 
is now available in combination with 
blackleg and malignant edema bac- 
terin all in one product. 

False blackleg, often called 
“pseudo blackleg”’ is known as “‘black 
disease” in sheep. In cattle, this 
infection and its symptoms are al- 
most indistinguishable- from true 
blackleg. In sheep, black disease ac- 
companies or follows infestation by 
liver flukes and a death loss of 100 
per cent is not unusual. The causa- 
tive microbe, a gas-forming germ 
called Clostridium Novyi, exists in 
the soils of pasture and range land. 
It can enter the body through sur- 
face wounds or through the diges- 
tive tract. In the animal’s body, it is 
characterized by acute blood poison, 
high fever, gas in muscles and a 
high death rate. 

Dr. A. H. Quinn, Jensen-Salsbery 
Labs., Inc., says that a good number 
of the so called “breaks” in black- 
leg-vaccinated herds in many parts 
of the country during the last sev- 
eral years were proved to be Novyi 
organism infections. 


More Protein in Ration 
Doesn't Make Leaner Pig 


Boosting the protein content of the 
ration isn’t a profitable way to pro- 
duce a leaner pig. 

Experimental results vary, but in 
general they show that percent of 
protein in a hog’s diet has little ef- 
fect on carcass quality. 

For example, livestock researcher 
A. B. Salmela at the U. of Minne- 
sota last year compared different 
levels of protein and carcass quality. 

Hogs getting 18 percent protein 
from start to 100 pounds and 15 per- 
cent from then to market did have 
a slight increase in yield of the four 
lean cuts of slaughter weight of the 
pigs, compared to 14 and 11 percent 
protein levels. The effect disap- 
peared, though, when it was figured 
as percentage yield of the four lean 
cuts of the cold carcass. 

Carcass quality and backfat thick- 
ness were not affected by difference 
in protein level. 

The same experiment showed that 
arsenic compounds did not increase 
gains, feeding efficiency or carcass 
quality.

The steer was 
sired by PHR Donald Domino and 
owned by 21-year-old H. Skinner 
Hardy, a livestock auctioneer, oper- 
ator of a commercial Hereford herd 
and leader of the Ranchero 4-H Club 
in Bakersfield, Calif. 
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North Carolina is the latest

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neling applications for stock. Dr. 
Young initiated the project several 
years ago to break the chain of 
atrophic rhinitis and virus pig pneu- 
monia (VPP) from sows to pigs. It 
is not expected that any Nebraska 
breeding stock will be allowed to 
go out of the state until the demand 
in Nebraska has been satisfied. 

Last year a check was run on 26 
gilts which had been obtained by 
surgery and raised in the way al- 
ready described.

Specialist Predicts 
Larger Sheep Flocks 


Speaking before an Illinois Sheep 


Day audience, R. M. Jordan, U. of 
Minn., said the sheep industry faces 
some major changes. 


He thinks lamb production will 


soon be in the hands of fewer pro- 
ducers, who will increase their flock 
size. They will begin switching from 


a 


“pastoral” system of sheep pro- 


duction to more intensive grain and 
drylot feeding. 


These changes, however, will only 


be possible if producers wean lambs 


earlier. 


Jordan cited these advan- 


tages of earlier weaning: (1) Farm- 
ers can sell more 90-pound fat lambs 
in June, (2) internal parasite prob- 
lems are reduced considerably, (3) 
farms can carry more sheep and (4) 
early weaning can result in greater 
profit. 


A Minnesota research trial showed 


that lambs weaned at 10 to 12 weeks 
and grain-fed in drylot or on pas- 
ture gained as rapidly as compa- 
rable non-weaned lambs creep-fed on 
pasture with the ewes, 


Among other speakers on the pro- 


gram was Ralph H. Salzman, lamb 
feeder from Ashton, Ill. He suggest- 
ed that lamb feeders: 


Use excess roughage in late sum- 
mer and early fall for cheap 
gains, 

If possible, make use of cornfields 
either before or after harvest, or 
both. But careful management is 
required. 

Worm if lambs show any symp- 
toms of parasites. 


@ Always vaccinate—it’s good in- 


surance, 
Feed lambs good corn, hay, a sim- 
ple mineral mixture and limited 
protein, and provide adequate 
water. 

Provide winter shelter. 

Do not get lambs excessively 
heavy. Market when they are 
finished for their grade, and 
when the market is ready.

Remodeled Barn Saves Chore Time 


EVER STOP to figure how much 
labor you may be wasting in that 
old, out-dated barn? Still no need to 
tear it down. Why not remodel! 

Many farmers are finding that 
they can cut “chore time” in half, 
or better, by remodeling their old 
barn to meet the changing needs 
and to take advantage of new ma- 
terials handling methods. 

Take the case of Irwin R. Ver- 
meer, Sioux Center, Iowa. He was 
using an old cattle feeding barn that 
was a real time-consumer. Manure 
had to be forked out by hand; sil- 
age was hauled by hand from chute 
to feed bunk; grain was carried into 
the barn from a wagon out in front. 

Vermeer was reluctant to tear 
down the barn. It had an excellent 
roof and was sound structurally. He 
decided remodeling made the most 
sense—and he did such a good job 
he won $1,500 in the Farm Building 
Improvement Contest sponsored by 
the National Lumber Manufacturers 
Assn. and Farm Journal magazine. 

First step was to strengthen the 
hay loft with new 2x12 stringers, 
increasing its capacity from 900 to 
1100 bales. Next he rearranged the 
floor plan to provide for manure 
remova)] with a tractor and blade. 
Stock Jumber was used to make a 
self-unloading grain bin. In went a 
silage unloader. 

Key to Vermeer’s whole labor- 
saving operation, however, is an in- 
genious conveyor system which does 
two jobs at one time. 

Grain is metered from the self- 
emptying bin onto the conveyor at 
one end of the barn and is carried 
over a wooden platform to the other 
side, where the grain drops onto 
silage coming out of the silo. The 
return—or underside—flight of the 
conveyor drags the mixture of grain 
and silage along the feed bunk. 

A tapered feed board drops the 
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feed off evenly on both sides. 

The conveyor is powered by a 114 
hp. motor with a V-belt drive to a 
transmission, and a chain drive from 
transmission to conveyor. The con- 
veyor does one complete revolution 
a minute. 

The entire remodeling operation 
cost $1,719, of which $414 was spent 
for lumber. In return, Vermeer only 
spends seven minutes twice a day 
to feed 50 steers.

FEED EFFICIENCY

approximately two weeks with tying 
time remaining fairly constant there- 
after. 

Although quite a bit of labor is 
required during the initial training 
stages, this is not greatly different 
from the ordinary practice of halter 
breaking. Animals fed by chaining 
are very easily handled at the end 
of a 150-day feeding period. 

Based on the records obtained, the 
additional labor cost for individual 
feeding twice daily (over group 
feeding) for 150 days is estimated 
at about eight hours per animal. 
About five and one-half hours of this 
is for tying and the remaining time 
for releasing the animals and keep- 
ing the additional records. 


Is It Worth It? 

The question now arises as to 
whether the additional information 
for calculating feed efficiency is 
worth the extra cost of labor and 
other expenses. The self-feeder will 
represent an initial expense but can 
be used for several years. The labor 
costs will be an annual expense if a 
continuing program is followed. 

To illustrate the principle involved 
for increasing feed efficiency, we 
will take the actual record of two 
bulls over a 150-day feeding period: 

Bull A gained 365 Ibs. on 2,397 
Ibs. of feed. 

Bull B gained 359 Ibs. on 2,032 
Ibs, of feed. 

Bull A outgained Bull B by 6 Ibs. 
but Bull B ate 365 lbs. less feed. 
If feed records were not available 
one might say take Bull A. How- 
ever, when the feed records are ex- 
amined it is evident that Bull B is 
the most efficient. 

If the breeder selects Bull A he 
will expect the offspring to gain on 
the average about 2.1 Ibs. per head 
more than Bull B’s offspring. (6 lbs. 
x % x .7 = 2.1 lbs. where % is the 
bull’s contribution and the cow con- 
tributes the other 4%. The .7 = the 
heritability estimate for rate of 
gain.) At 30 cents a pound Bull A’s 
calves bring in .63 cents per animal 
more than B’s calves, For a calf crop 
of 30 calves the difference would be 
$18.90. Now, if the breeder selects 
Bull B he will expect to save 110 lbs. 
of feed. At 2.5-cents per lb. for the 
feed there is a savings in feed cost 
of $2.75 per animal or $82.50 for 30 
calves fed, Although Bull A returned 
$18.90 more on weight gain of his 
calf crop the feed saving was $82.50 
on Bull B’s calves. This gave a net 
return of $63.60 on Bull B’s calves 
over Bull A’s calves. If the bull se- 
lected was used for-more than one 
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year, the same differences would be 
expected in the following years. The 
above two bulls were out of the same 
sire and raised in similar environ- 
ment. They were among the top 
gaining bulls tested and will be used 
as breeding animals. 


Wide Variations Found 


Two other bulls (not by the same 
sire) gained 327 and 329 pounds, but 
the better gaining bull took 536 
pounds less feed to produce that 
gain. Figuring on the same basis as 
on the other two bulls, the differ- 
ence in the net returns on a calf 
crop on these two bulls would be 
$126.90. The best gaining bull in this 
case (although practically no differ- 
ence in gain) was also the most ef- 
ficient, and $120.60 of the difference 


in net return is attributed to feed 
saved. 

In different experimental bull per- 
formance tests there have been dif- 
ferences in feed requirements rang- 
ing from 510 Ibs. feed per cwt. gain 
up to 920 pounds. Where animals 
were of the same age when they went 
on and came off test, a feed effi- 
ciency range of from 535 lbs. to 894 
lbs. was observed. Where animals 
were of the same weight at the be- 
ginning and end of a test, feed ef- 
ficiency ranged from 565 to 922. Sev- 
eral experiment stations are includ- 
ing feed efficiency as a part of their 
selection index. 

With such a wide variability in 
feed efficiency, much genetic prog- 
ress can be made in obtaining more 
efficient beef animals. ee
